Each side 
is trying to establish a. line which 
will remain fairly static for the 
winter, as far as north and central 
Russia is. concerned.

and the Caucasus beyond it. 

Only two months or less remain 
before winter sets in the north. Be- 
fore then, the Germans obviously 
hope to take the important indus-
